from Spartanburg. S. 
to attend the 
trial and to sit by her son through 
th is ordeal. 
Sho is a w id o w and he 
is her only child. 
Arnold Powell came to Texas to 
spend the year in the home of an un­ 
cle, a Mr. Hogan, and attend school 
at 
Belcherville.

H is uncle was killed in an ttmtmobile 
accident last spring and it was three 
w ee k s later, or on the first Monday 
in June, that Jackson, the traveling 
picture show man having come along 
voting P ow ell left Beleheville to tra­

small to w n s of the country.

His body was discovered

and the arrest 
of Powell was made 
a boat two m onths later at Fort Sam 
Houston, San Antonio. 
The theory of tin* State was that 
Powell killed Jackson with robbery 
¡is the m otive, ami witnesses were m- 
treduced to prove that the dead man s 
pockets were turned when the body 
was found and that a sack in whieii 
Jackson carried his money, the 
re­ 
ceipts of tin* shows, and whieii was 
supposed to have had *2«* <n* *:*.<•<> 
in it a short time before his death, 
was empty when found. 
There were 
no eye witnesses to the killing. 
Powell admitted killing Jackson hut 
said that he did it in self defense, or 
at least that the death was the result 
of a fight. 
They had a flat tire wlicn 
they drove down into the creek bed 
¡it’ tin* Bertrand crossing, he said, 
and got out of tin* ear to fix it. 
He 
said th*t 1«* had heen asking Jackson 
for some days to get a pump for the 
ear and <»n

asked: 
“Whet» are you going to get a pump.' 
He related ills story further, 
in 
substance, as follows: 
“Jackson re­ 
plied that be would get a pump when 
I quit knocking down or holding out 
on him. 
I asked him when 1 had ever 
held out on him and said. ‘Why, you 
held out s«* «»«ita yesterday.’

him that 1m* was a liar, and he struck 
me.”

A fight ensued, he declared,

Jackson stooped «town to 
get 
tin* 
Jack, which was then on tin* ground 
by tin* ear, to strike liim with. 
As 
Jackson was reaching i,,r ,h‘‘ J!“’k; 
he said. “I »truck him i*> Hie head 
with «• rock.” 
The blow fell on the 
hack of Jackson’s bead as in* stoop­ 
ed. Powell said, and death 
resulted. 
When be saw that his companion wn» 
killed, he an id. he was excited and 
feared to t«*11 any one about the *m»» 
eulty and death, and 
dragged 
the 
body a short distance from the road, 
where in* left it. 
Powell went Immediately to tiKia- 
homa City and joined the army, was 
sent to Fort Sam Houston, where his 
arrest followed two months later 
Powell was represented in his trial 
bv Mayor T. It.
